The way In which the responsibility 
has been placed upon climatic condi­ 
tions is little less than perfunctory. It 
is a u n ite r of commem knowledge that 
certain infectious diseases exist only 
within certaiu limited areas. T his has 
given rise to Hie belief th a t the cause 
for their origin and propagation must 
be found in the prevailing climatic con­ 
ditions. The tropics are deemed abso­ 
lutely unlit for habitation of the white 
mau. w h i l e other se ctions of t h e earth 
are believed to In* endowed with beal­ 
ing qualities. 
“ IMiring the past 25 years experim en­ 
tation 
has 
revealed 
some 
startling 
truths th o u in g that diseases formerly 
ascribed lo climatic conditions are ac­ 
tually the result of the presence within 
the body of a specific genii or living 
organism* 
it I* known th at by the 
proper- bygjeu!ef precaution which will 
exclude this germ one m ay live in its 
very presence with safety. 
“Tilts discovery has had an im(>or- 
taut bearing ii|»oti the subject of med­ 
ical clim atology, for while the climate 
conditions may in a measure favor tin* 
development mid activity of the germs 
o f disease the responsibility for their 
luvaskm of the human body is thus 
shitted front impersonal. Irreepouslve 
climate to a responsible individual. 
And thinkers of today are rapidly 
reaching tile conclusion that the health­ 
fulness of any locality is not so much a 
m atter of clim ate as of hygiene. 
“ W hen medical science shall have 
studied the diseases indigenous to the

It is common knowledge that the prin­ 
cipal components of the atm osphere are 
In practically the sam e proportion the 
world over, that the am ount of mois­ 
ture varies aud that rarefaction results 
from an Increase of elevation.

ive humidity or absence of moisture 
tire specific remedies or that a rarefied 
atm osphere Is essential to the destruc­ 
tion of the germs of disease. 
“ Persons suffering from tuberculosis 
I live been as frequently benefited by a 
residence in a humid atm osphere at the 
level of tin* sea as in the dry and arid 
atm osphere of the west. That climatic 
Influences may play an im portant part 
in the curative process is not to be de­ 
nied, I>iit we must look further than 
utero climatic changes for the cause of 
en res. 
“One might fight a winning battle 
against discase in almost any climate, 
whether it be in the arid atmosphere 
of New Mexico, tile soft and genial 
w arm th of Florida or t ho rigorous cli­ 
mate of the New England states.”
